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DETAILED ACTION 
Status of the Application 
Claims 102, 105-106, 109, 111, 1 13-1 19 are pending. 

Amendment of claims 102, 105-106, 109, 111, 1 13, cancellation of claims 103-104, 107, 108, 
110, 112, and addition of claims 1 17-1 19 as submitted in a communication filed on 6/22/2009 is 
acknowledged. 

As indicated in the previous Advisory action mailed on 6/15/2009, the Examiner withdrew 
claims directed to host cells from consideration as stated in the Final action mailed on 2/20/2009 in view 
of the fact that claims directed to isolated cells comprising the elected proteins are encompassed by 
original groups D-F as set forth in the restriction requirement mailed on 9/26/2007 (polynucleotides, 
plasmids, host cells and methods for recombinant production of a protein). While the Examiner indicated 
to Ms Lisa Stahl in a telephonic conversation on 5/14/2009 that if claims directed to host cells were to be 
rejoined, these claims will be subjected to a double patenting rejection if presented in another application, 
Ms Stahl indicated to the Examiner that applicant would like to have claims 114-117, 119 rejoined for 
examination if the elected proteins are found allowable. In the interest of advancing prosecution, the 
restriction requirement between the claimed/elected polypeptides and host cells comprising/producing 
said polypeptides is hereby withdrawn. Claims 114-117, 1 19 are hereby rejoined for examination. 

Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for allowance. Although the prior art 
discloses a nitrile hydratase comprising a variant of the a-subunit of SEQ ID NO: 1 and a variant of the 
|3-subunit of SEQ ID NO: 2, the Examiner has found no teaching or suggestion in the prior art directed to 
a nitrile hydratase comprising (1) the a-subunit of SEQ ID NO: 1 and a variant of the P-subunit of SEQ 
ID NO: 2 having the modifications recited in the claims, or (2) a variant of the a-subunit of SEQ ID NO: 
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1 having the recited modifications and the |3-subunit of SEQ ID NO: 2. Therefore, claims 102, 105-106, 
109, 111, 113-119, drawn to (A) a nitrile hydratase comprising (1) the a-subunit of SEQ ID NO: 1 and a 
variant of the P-subunit of SEQ ID NO: 2 having solely the modifications recited in the claims, (2) a 
variant of the a-subunit of SEQ ID NO: 1 having solely the recited modifications and the P-subunit of 
SEQ ID NO: 2, or (3) a variant of the a-subunit of SEQ ID NO: 1 and a variant of the P-subunit of SEQ 
ID NO: 2 having solely the recited modifications, and (B) isolated host cells comprising the nitrile 
hydratases of (1), (2) or (3), are allowable over the prior art of record, 



Conclusion 

2. Claims 102, 105-106, 109, 111, 1 13-1 19 are allowed.
